R e m o v a l Of Equipment 
From Old Building Oc­ 
curred Over Week-End 


Though still in the process of 
restoring postal operations on a 
normal scale, the force of New 
Castle's post office labored to­ 
day to place its “house in order” 
for the anticipated Christmas 
rush which usually breaks about 
this time. 
It took the postal force—an indus­ 
trious force—about eight hours Sat­ 
urday night to move the equipment 
from the North street building to 
the Federal building, Postmaster 
Richard A. Steen said today. 
Time to Adjust Equipment 
Today's postal rush was lighter 
than officials had expected for the 
first day of the pre-Christmas week, 
and it provided the postal employes 
with valuable time to adjust their 
hastily 
set up 
equipment as it 
should be. 
“I’m afraid the cash customers 
haven’t found the new location of 
the post office,” Postmaster Steen 
jokingly commented, as he referred 
to the light business of this morn­ 
ing. 
Because mailing was not so heavy, 
only three of the 32 extras to be 
hired this season were on the job. 
The rest will likely go to work Wed­ 
nesday. 
As to how everything was work­ 
ing out. the postmaster declared: 
I m been wondering all mornnig 
where we kept all this material and 
equipment in the old building. It’s 
hard to think it was there.

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Nearly 8,000,000 Feet 
Of Snow Fence Erected 
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(International News Service) 
HARRISBURG, Dec. 17.—Penn­ 
sylvania has been fenced in again 
for the winter, figuratively speaking, 
by the State Highway Department. 
A total of 7,695,114 feet of snow 
fences have been erected throughout 
the state to provide windbreaks for 
the state’s main highways and help 
keep them clear of heavy snowfalls. 
Snow fences are made of slender 
laths painted red and fastened to­ 
gether with thin wire. 
They are 
hung on hooks fastened to metal 
posts in the ground. Their purpose 
is to provide a “quiet area” to the 
leeward of the highways where the 
snow will pile up. This keeps much 
of the snow off the highways. 
The highway department has been 


putting up snow fences for 10 years 
to help reduce the cost of keeping 
roads clear for travel during the 
winter months. 
The cost of snow 
removal, next to building, is the lar­ 
gest item in the highway budget. 
Under the law, all snow fences 
must be up by December 15. Work 
of removal must be 
started 
by 
April 1. Usually, the highway de­ 
partment waits until winter wheat 
is sowed before erecting the fences 
When the fences wear out, after 
about four years of use, they are 
usually thrown away and new ones 
purchased for replacements.

MILLION TREES 
WILL DECORATE 
HOMES IN STATE 


HARRISBURG, Dec. 17.—“More 
than one million Christmas trees 
will occupy prominent places in 
Pennsylvania 
homes 
during 
the 
Yuletide season,” said Deputy Sec­ 
retary Keller, of the Department 
of Forests and Waters. 
“Although Pennsylvania has in 
excess of two million families, ap­ 
proximately half of them will be 
without the traditional evergreen 
embellishment. 
With thousands of 
people crowded in the close quarters 
or urban apartment 
houses, 
the 
number of trees per family is low 
The 
Christmas 
tree’s 
popularity 
however, maintains a high ebb.” 
About 500 carloads of trees will be 
imported with Vermont, Quebec, 
Ohio, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, 
Maine, Wisconsin, New York, West- 
Virginia, New Hampshire, Washing­ 
ton, and Ontario supplying the 
bulk. The imports are usually white 
spruce, red spruce, balsam fir, and 
Douglas fir. Native pines, hemlocks, 
and cedars are also used. 
The larger cities, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh, Scranton, and Wilkes- 
barre, use mast of the imported 
greens.

the needy unemployed last month,

made public by Harry L. Hopkins, 
Federal Emergency Relief Admin­ 
istrator. 
Shipments of meat into 
Ohio, on the other hand, totaled 
10,183,556 pounds greater than the 
apportionments to any other state 
save New York. 
While no meat 
went 
into the 
Keystone State, shipments of other 
surplus commodities were report­ 
ed. These included 720,384 pounds 
of rise for needy of the state, as 
well as 756,000 pounds of butter, 
432,000 pounds of 
cheese, 
800,000 
pounds of sugar, 1,211,785 pounds 
of cotton, 660.932 yards of toweling, 
*,065,119 yards of 
sheeting, 
and 
2,422,950 yards of comforter cover­ 
ing. 
Pennsylvania reseived more 
comforter covering, sheeting, cot­ 
ton, cheese and butter than 
any 
other state. 
The meat shipped to Ohio was all 
fresh veal.
